If the practice is 
continued, however, it will be neces- 
sary for the local papers, in justice 
to themselves, to take steps to stop 
the violation of the ordinaace, which 
U very plain. 

The Paris newspapers pay lif si s , 
city and eounty taxea. ate., for the 
condoetinc of tMr bwiMM and for 
the protection neatest ftNvisners 
coming to this city and helng allow- 
ed privileges not conceded to them. 

The attention of the city otBcials 
ip also called to the above. They lill 
pride themselves on enforcing the 
law, if their attention is called to 
any violations of the city ordinances.

Total new pro- 
duction for the month was 9,247 
barrels.

■IOU8 801st Pioneer Infantry, whicli 
■uule a great record in Frnaee, Mads 
a cUppinc from a, French aeww^er. 
puUiahed in IBagtteh. Jackson aaks 
iU pabUMUon "in order that the 
people or Pnrii maj know what the 
colored soUtttra did In fnurae dnrlns 
the war." 

"The 80 1st Pioneer Infantiy. one 
ni the best trained colored orsaniza- 
iion« in the A. E. F., was niobili/.ed 
;ii i'anip Zachary Taylor, Louisville, 
Ky.. during July and August, 191k. 
iind placed under command of Colonel 
<l»'orge F. Hamilton, a niun of iwen- 
ty-nlne years' army experience. Dur- 
Inff these months this outflt was put 
thnNii^ stiff training. , 

"Saptenber 1. 1918. the outflt left 
for Oanip Merritt. N. J., arririnc on 
the fourth. It left Camp Merrit. Fri- 
day at four a. m., September sixth, 
boarded the Manchuria at four-thirty 
p. m., the same afternoon, and set 
sail Sunday morning at ei^lit-thirty 
a. m., September eighth. 

"For thirteen days the 801st saw 
nothlBC h«t akjr. wntar and the other 



convoy ships. On several occasions 
submarines were spied and fired at, 
but no damage was done to the con- 
voy. 

"The 801st hiked up the long Brest 
road hill on September 21, being bil- 
Ited in tents on arrival at Camp 
Ponta-nezen. After two days of detail 
work the second and third battalions, 
headquarters and supply companies' 
"box-carred" to Station de Clair- 
veaux, AubfiL It was a tiresome trip, 
takins two dMrs and nights. The 
companies were bilited in neighbor- 
ing towns varying from two to five 
miles apan with regimental head- 
quarters at Longchamp, Aube. The 
first batallion was sent to Chateau 
Thierry and aMlsnad to the advance 
sector. 

"From then until October 30, the 
battalions were in hard flghtinc. 

"October 30 the third battalion was 
ordered to Verdun and the second 
hattttUon, baadqnarters and supply 
eoavnnlas aent to Montlerchaume, 
where the second battalion continued 
training. 

"Then came the armistice. 'The 
801st went into mourning, said a 
member of the outfit, 'for after train- 
>ing so hard we lost all chance to 
show the world what an efficient 
organteatlon we were.' 

"Detail duty followed for the 801st 
until November 30, when the outflt 
was sent to Brest for embarkation. 
At Brest the 801st was put in the 
permanent list becaas^<tf Its hl|^ 
average character. 

"During its time of duty at Ponta- 
nesen the SOlst won the name of be- 
ing one of the best diseipllned units 
in the camp and also won an honor 
flag for haTlng the best kept area. 

"The SOlst has been relieved from 
permanent duty and is soon to sail 
for the States."

ILECENT COLD SNAP BBOUGHT 
TO 



Well-posted Bourbon county farm- 
ers state that as a result of the recent 
cold spell, when the mercury tum- 
bled to below freezing, considerable 
damage has been been done to some 
crops in this county, especially the 
wheat, and the amall fruits that had 
been getting a cood start. Much 
oonoem is felt orer the eondltion of 
the wheat crop. There had been a 
steady growth of the cereal and the 
youncT shoots had begun Jointing, 
with the result that a freeze at that 
time will prove very injurious, tend- 
inis to produce heavy straw and lit- 
tle grain. The same is said to be 
true of the bluegrass, a freeze pro- 
ducing a light crop. 

Potatoes are reported as having 
been killed, and the oats crop is also 
said to have sustained considerable 
damage. Grapes were largely blight- 
ed. Green gage plums as large as 
peaa were frosen. while peaches and 
penn are reported as having been 
badly frosted. The strawberry 
plants are blackened by the heavy 
frosts and many of the early fruits 
are destroyed beyond possible hope of 
redemption. Planters of early vege- 
tables are facing a total loss, accord- 
inf to Mr. H. H. Hillenmeyer, of Lex- 
ington, a man whose word in this re- 
spect cannot be disputed. The to- 
mato plants in beds were completely 
knocked out. Tobacco plants sus- 
tained comparatively little damage, 
having been well advanced. Some 
com had been planted before the ad- 
vent of the cold weather, but the 
ground is so cold thaA the seed will 
rot and the crop will have to be 
planted over again. The damage to 
the wheat, grass and seed crops, 
vegetables and fruits, it is said, will 
mount up into the thousands.
